Pulverized soil is a forerun- 
ner of crosion. Tillage imple- 
ments which tend to leave the 
soil loose and finely pulverized 
should be avoided, unless they 
can be operated in such a way 
as to prevent this condition, A 
trash cover, a lumpy or cloddy 
condition of the surface soil. 
and the prevention of a loose 
pulverized surface’ are  essen- 
tial measures for control of 
soil crosion. The burning of 
stubble is a practice that 
should be avoided, as it event- 
ually leads to soil drifting. 


From present indications the 
gopher population is increasing. 
Now is the best time to get rid 
of this pest by poisoning. Poi- 
son can be secured from your 
local stores or from your local 
agent of the Uniteg Grain Grow 
ers clevator.

If you have had infestations 
from the wheat stem sawfly a 
few precautionary practices are 
well worth while. The order of 
seeding should be, ist, sawfly 
trap strips; 2nd, course grains 
and lastly wheat. In badly in- 
fested arcas the seeding of 
wheat should be delayed till 
the middle of May on summer- 
fallow: Infested stubble should 
not be seceded.

Grasshopper Control 

Timely and careful farm prac 
tices can usually make the poi- 
soning of grasshoppers unneces- 
sary. Shallow cultivate all stub- 
ble after harvest or soon aficr 
spring thaw to root up the eggs. 
Don't stubble in grain unless 
land has had above treatment.

TOURISTS GET 
RATION BOOKS 


Tourists who visit Canada for 
seven days or longer will be 
able to obtain temporary ration 
cards on application to a local 
ration board or from any spec- 
ial office set up for distribution 
of these cards at border points. 
No temporary ration cards will 
be issued for a period of more 
than one, month, 

Tourists stopping at summer 
hotels or hoarding houses will 
not need temporary ration cards 
no matter how long their visit. 

Canadian ration book holders 
are required to surrender ra- 
tion cqupons at hotels or board- 
ing houses if their stay is for 
two weeks or longer.

Seed Protection and Conservation 


Famine again stalks the earth. 
In Europe and the Far East millions 
of people are in peril of starvation. 
To ease the threat of world-wide 
famine Canada is trying to export as 
much food as possible. This spring, 
therefore, prairie farmers are urged 
to protect and conserve their seed- 
grain supplies. 

Seed Protection. Seed treatment 
is seed protection. Penge treat- 
ment of cereal seed not only controls 
the destructive surface-borne smut 
diseases, but also protects the seed 
and young seedlings from soil- 
inhabiting organisins that cause seed 
decay, pre-emergence blight, seed- 
ling blight, and root rot. 

It is our firm belief that all seed 
of wheat, oats and barley should be 
treated this spring unless the farmer 
is satisfied that his seed is strong, 
undamaged, aud free from smut. 

Seed Conservation. There should 
he no reluctance on the part of 
prairie farmers to do their utmost 
in@eonserving seed. Bushels of 
valuable grain can be saved if 
certain practical precautions are 
taken during seeding operations. A 
iew of these are: (1) Do not use 
leaky sacks or grain-boxes for seed; 
(2) Lift the seed drill whenever it 
is possible to save grain; (3) Avoid 

sowing seed too deeply or thickly; 
(4) Maintain the seed drill in good 
working order, Watch individual 
grain drills for skips, misses, ete.; 
and (5) Treat enough seed for your 
1946 planting requirements only, 
Seed treated with a mercury dust 
can not be used for commercial 
purposes or fed to livestock. 

Every farmer should realize that 
the actual placing of bushels of seed 
in the soil is an exceedingly im- 
portant farm operation, Accurate 
seeding means uniform stands, fewer 
weeds, more even ripening, and 
higher yields,
